Fairfield Man In Limelight. 
Automobile owners who have had vis- 


ions of mortgaging their homes in order to 
lurchase gasoline to operate their cars 
need have no further fears, if the plans of 
James S. Diehl, formerly of Fairfield, 
wove to be successful. Diehl claims to 
lave invented a spring and weight motor 
which will completely revolutionize the 
production and transmission of power. 
Since he has not as yet secured any pat- 
ents on his device, he will not at this time 
make any statement concerning the details 
of the designs. He does, however, divulge 
the fact that the secret of the efficiency of 
his machinery lies in the proper applica- 
tion of the laws of the lever to the spring 
or the weight as an agent of motion. 
Diehl, who is a carpontcr by trade, says 
that he has been working on his designs 
for the past 40 years. He states that his 
first conceptions of the posibilities of the 
possibilities of the perfection of such a 
piece of mechanism came] to him in a 
dream when he was a boy. Diehl claims 
that he is able to perfect a spring which, 
while being small enough to place under 
the seat of an automobile, will still be pow- 
erful enough to operate the machine. By 
compounding the leverage of a machine in 
a manner similar to that in which steam 
is compounded, it would be possible, the 
inventor savs, to produce machinery that 
would lift practically any weight. During 
the past 25 years, Diehl, who was, until re- 
cently, a resident of Fairfield, has visited 
every state in the Union, as well as Cana- 
da, Alaska and Mexico. He is at present 
undecided regarding the disposition of his 
spring motor, but expresses a willingness 
to talk business with any person interest- 
ed in his invention

President Wilson will not allow Uei- 


many to dictate to the United States 
what stand this nation will take in its 
negotiations with Great Britain. 


This stand was taken in a note to 


Germany, covering the submarine is- 
sue and in reply to the note from 
Berlin, in which Germany agreed to 
alter her U-boat campaign. The note 
tells Germany diplomatic relations will 
not be broken while the new orders 
to submarine commanders are respect- 
ed, but reiterates that any negotiations 
between Germany and 
the 
United 


States cannot be conditioned on nego- 
tiations between the United States 
and Great Britain. 


The note despatched to Berlin was 


very brief. It told of the acceptance 
of the same, of the conditions embodi- 
ed in the new Berlin regulations for 
submarine attacks, but insists that 
Germany adhere to the new policy 
and that only a strict adherence to 
these rules will prevent a diplomatic 
break. 


President Wilson stands by the 


United States' demand that Germany 
cease her attacks on vessels in viola- 
tion of international law, regardless 
of negotiations which may be carried 
on with Great Britain over the food 
blockade. 


(Following is the text of the note 


cabled by Secretary Lansing to Am- 
bassador Gerard at Berlin, with in- 
structions to deliver it to the German 
minister of foreign affairs: 


"The note of the imperial German 


government under date of May 4, 191G, 
has received careful consideration by 
the government of the United States. 
It is especially noted, as indicating the 
purpose of the imperial goverment as 
to the future, that it 'is prepared to 
do its utmost to confine the operation 
of the war for the rest of its duration 
to the fighting forces of the belliger- 
ents,' and that it is determined to 
impose upon all its commanders at 
sea the limitations of the recognized 
rules of international law upon which 
tho government of the United States 
has insisted. 


"Throughout the months which have 


elapsed since the imperial government 
announced on February 4, 1915, its 
submarine policy, now happily aban- 
doned, the government of the United 
States constantly has been guided and 
restrained by motives of friendship in 
its patient efforts to bring to an ami- 
cable settlement tho critical questions 
arising from that policy. Accepting 
the imperial government's declaration 
of its abandonment of the policy which 
so seriously has menaced the good re- 
lations between the two countries, the 
government of the United States will 
rely upon 
a 
scrupulous execution 


hence forth of the now altered policy 
of the imperial government such as 
will remove the principal danger to 
an interruption of the good relations 
existing between the United States 
and Germany. 


"The government 
of the United 


States feels it necessary to state that 
it takes it for granted that the im- 
perial German government does not 
intend to imply that the maintenance 
of its newly announced policy is in 
any way contingent upon the course 
or result of diplomatic negotiations 
between the government of the United 
States and any other belligerent gov- 
ernment, 
notwithstanding 
the 
fact 


that certain passages in the imperial 
government's note of the fourth in- 
stant might appear to be susceptible of 
that construction. In order, however, 
to avoid any possible misunderstand- 
ing 
the 
government of the United 


States notifies the imperial govern- 
ment that it cannot for a moment en- 
tertain, much less discuss, a sugges- 
tion that respect by German naval 
authorities for the rights of citizens 
of the United States upon the high 
seas should in any way or in the slight- 
est degree be made contingent upon 
the conduct of any other government 
affecting the rights of neutrals and 
non-combatants. 
Responsibility 
in 


such matters is single, not joint* ab- 
solute, not relative."

SUNDAY. 


Desperate and successive attacks on 


both banks of the Meuse, during which 
the Germans made more gains at two 
points, marked the resumption of the 
Teuton offensive along the Verdun 
front. Preceded by a bombardment of 
extreme violence which lasted with- 
out cessation for two days, waves of 
German troops, in the region of Hill 
304 stormed the French positions and 
time after time were halted, but the 
overwhelmingly large numbers of Tea- 
ton troops made themselves feH and 
they penetrated the communicating 
trenches east of Hill 304.

Fairfield M an In Limelight. 
Automobile owners who have had vis­ 
ions of mortgaging their homes in order to 
purchase gasoline to operate their cars 
need have no further fears, if the plans of 
James S. Diehl, formerly of Fairfield 
prove to be successful. Diehl claims to 
have invented a spring and weight motor 
which will completely revolutionize the 
production and transmission of power. 
Since he has not as yet secured any pat­ 
ents on his device, he will not at this time 
make any statement conccrning the details 
of the designs. He does, however, divulge 
the fact that the secret of the efficieney of 
his machinery lies in the proper applica­ 
tion of the laws of the lever to the spring 
or the weight as an agent of motion, 
Diehl, who is a carpenter b}' trade, say 
that he has been working on his design 
for the past 40 years. He states that his 
first conceptions of the posibilitics of the 
possibilities of the perfection of such a 
piece of mechanism came] to him in a 
dream when he was a boy. Diehl claims 
that he is able to perfect a spring which, 
while being small enough to place under 
the seat of an automobile, will still be pow­ 
erful enough to operate the machine. By 
compounding the leverage of a machine in 
a manner similar to that in which steam 
is compounded, it would be possible, the 
inventor savs, to produce machinery that 
would lift practically any weight. During 
the past 25 years, Diehl, who was, until re­ 
cently, a resident of Fairfield, has visited 
every state in the Union, as well as Cana­ 
da, Alaska and Me.\ico. He is at present 
undecided regarding the disposition of his 
spring motor, but expresses a willingness 
to talk business with any person interest­ 
ed in his invention

TO U-BOAT WAR 


Wilson Says Germany Cannot 


Dictate to U. S. 


Proslclent Wilson will not allow Gei 
many to dictate to the United States 
what stand this nation will taUo In its 
negotiations with Grent Britain. 
This stand was taken In a note to 
Germany, covering the submarine is­ 
sue and In reply to the note from 
Berlin, In Avhich Germany agreed to 
alter her U-boat campaign. The note 
tells Germany diplomatic relations will 
not be broken while the new orders 
to submarine commanders are respect­ 
ed, but reiterates that any negotiations 
between Germanj’' 
and 
the 
United 
States cannot be conditioned on nego- 
tiations between the United States 
and Great Britain. 
The note despatched to Berlin was 
very brief. 
It told of the acceptance 
of the same, of the conditions embodi­ 
ed in the new Berlin regulations for 
submarine attacks, but 
Insists 
that 
Germany adhere to the new pcQicy 
and that only a strict adherence to 
those rules will prevent a diplomatic 
break. 
President Wilson stands by tlie 
United States* demand that Germany 
cease her attacks on vessels In viola­ 
tion of international law, regardless 
of negotiations wiilch may be carried 
on with Great Britain over the food 
blockade. 
(Following is the text of the note 
cabled by Secretary Lansing to Am­ 
bassador Gerard at Berlin, with In­ 
structions to deliver it to the German 
minister of foreign affairs: 
‘‘The note of the imperial German 
government under date of May 4, 191G, 
has received careful consideration by 
tlie government of the United States. 
It Is especially noted, as Indicating the 
purpose of the Imperial goverment as 
to the future, that It ‘is prepared to 
do Its utmost to confine the operation 
of the war for the rest of its duration 
to the fighting forces of the belliger­ 
ents,* and that it is determined to 
Impose upon all Its commanders at 
sea the limitations of the recognized 
rules of International law upon which 
tho government of the United States 
has insisted.

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WEED WATER PIPE MATERIAL 


Large, Hollow, Straight Stalks of Com 
mon Cow Weed Used by Boy on 
West Virginia Farm. 


A boy of fourteen, on a West Vir­ 
ginia farm, has piped water from a 
hillside spring to the house a hundred 
yards away and the total expense was 
less than 50 cents. He used tho large, 
hollow, straight stalks of common wild 
cow weed, over an inch in diameter 
and each five and six feet long, fitting 
the little ends tightly Into tho big ends 
after wrapping the latter with twine 
to keep them from spliting and also 
wrapping the centers and painting tho 
outsides with asbestos black. 
The

of lye, pour on it a quart of water. 
Let cool. Add a half cupful of borax 
in water to dissolve, mix together a 
half cupful each of ammonia and kero- 
sene. 
Have five pounds of clean 


grease warmed in a granite pan, pour 
in the cold lye, then the ammonia 
and oil and the borax, stirring with 
a clean stick until all is well blend- 
ed. Pour into a strong box and in 24 
hours cut in bars. 


When washing comforters do not 


wring them. Let them hang and drip 
from tho line. Then before they are 
quite dry, whip with a beater to make 
them fluffy and light. 


In the farm home a fireless cooker 


is indispensable, at times when a large 
amount of cooking is done it will work 
overtime, night or day, without get- 
ting out of repair or using up fuel.

Wednesday morning arrested W. C. Neil- 
son on a warrant issued by 'Squire Sell, 
charged on oath of Max A. Jaffe, of the 
Majestic Tailoring Co., of New York City, 
with larceny by bailee. In default of bail 
Neilson was committed for a hearing. It 
is stated that some time ago Neilson made 
a business trip in this section and sold sev- 
eral $10 suits of clothing in McSherrvs- 
town. In March it is alleged he returned 
to McSherrystown to take orders. The 
purchasers were compelled to pay $2 down 
and the remaining $8 at the delivery of 
the. goods April 1st. When the suits did 
not arrive the purchasers took the matter 
up with the firm and Mr. Jaffc came to 
make a personal investigation. The Mc- 
Sherrystown patrons seemed disposed to 
deal kindly with the young salesman who 
was still taking orders until arrested. 


Neilson, was given' a hearing before 


Justice Sell Thursday evening. After the 
hearing in default of bail the accused was 
committed to the York cot-nty jail to 
await the action of the August Grand 
Jury. 


After an all night chase, Sheriff Lonp, 


of Washington county, Md., and a de- 
puty, placed under arrest, John and Sam 
Toms, notorius thieves, who have figured 
in Adams county court. John Toms was 
committed to jail for theft a few years ago 
but escaped to the mountains The broth- 
ers have been living in Maryland under the 
name of Snyder and are wanted for break- 
ing into a store in the vicinity of Hagers- 
town. In Pennsylvania both of them 
have been in trouble a number of timee. 
John served time twice for larceny and 
was nailed for the third ofiVnsc.

As soon as he was out they were on the 
raid again. John was in jail in Gettys- 
burg awaiting court for snaking 700 chick- 
ens in two weeks. He had pleaded guilty 
to this charge at the preliminary hearing 
but broke jail. 


Joke Leads To Tragedy. 


DilUburg, May 3.—John Dagoall, 19 


years old, son of John Dagnall, of Dills- 
burg, who last Monday night shot his em- 
ployer, Frank Sponsler, in the back of the 
head, and then shot himself through the 
head with the same revolver, dying in a 
few minutes, apparently had no motive 
whatever for shooting Sponsler. The lat- 
ter is expected to recover. Sponsler lives 
on what is known as the John Shelly farm, 
a short distance north of this place, in 
Cumberland county. Dagnall was hired 
as a farm hand. At supper time, Sponsler, 
his wife, Dagnall and his brother, and 
Gertrude Zinn, the hired girl, had all been 
joking, which ended in a friendly tussle 
between Dagnall and Sponsler, in which 
Dagnall threw the man on the floor. Spon- 
sler told him that he was too rough and 
the tun stopped. Later in the evening 
the five people thought they heard a noise 
at the barn and went out to investigate. 
Nothing was discovered and they returned 
to the home. Dagnall sat on the pump 
bed at the corner of the house smoking, 
and asking riddles of the four others, who 
then went into the kitchen. Dagnall, from 
outside the window, fired a shot at Spon- 
sler sitting on the couch at the window. 
The bullet entered Sponsler's head back 
of the left ear. The three persons were 
rendering assistance when another shot 
was heard. Dagnall was found on the 
bank of the barn, about 100 yards from 
the hcuse, with a bullet hole above his 
right ear 
Death had evidently been in- 


stant. Dagnall is survived by his parents 
and several brothers and sisters, all ol near 
Dillsburg, where his body was taken. 


The Dagnall family resided in Latimore 


township, up until a few years ago when 
they moved to near Dillsburg.

Exciting Runaway»

A Heavy Loss. 
W. H. Carbaugh, the energetic propietor 
of the Carbaugh Brick Manufacturing 
plant, at Berlin Junction, is the loser of 
about 200,000 brick, which occurred in a 
peculiar and thoughtless manner.

WOULD DRAFT WOMEN 


Idea Is That All Girls Should Be 


Conscripted For a Year to 


Learn Useful Work. 


The Hague.—Conscription for women 


is the latest idea of Gorman feminists 


German women have accomplished 


an amazing amount of work for the 
fatherland in the present war, but the 
feminist leaders assert that too much 
of the work lias been dilettante, ill or- 
ganized and ill directed. 


What is wanted, according to these 


women, is the introduction of compul- 
sory service for women—not military, 
but home service. Each woman, they 
say, should spend one year in the later 
teens learning work which should be 
useful to the state. At the end of that 
time she could return to the bosom of 
her family. 


At a meeting held at Berlin recently 


Dr. Gertrude Baiimer developed this 
idea. She showed how feminine work 
for the fatherland had been hampered 
by lack of training and organization, 
drew a fine picture of what could have 
been done had the women been called 
upon at the same time as the men, 
each woman knowing her Job and 
knowing where to go to it. 


Finally, she urged the advantages in 


the way of discipline which the men 
got from their years of service. "We 
must be done with dilettantism!" she 
cried. "Every woman must learn that 
she owes a duty not only to her child, 
but to the home, and not only to the 
home, but to the state, and, above all, 
she must know what to do."

I planned a literary 
work. I began it in Berkeley. But in 
some sti^ange way I found I could not 
work on it at the university. My ego 
was being crushed, and I left'*

son approves are the athletics and the 
student activities, such as the editing 
of papers, “Sororities should never be 
allowed,*' she ejaculated, 
“Athletics 
devek)p initiative—permit one to ex­ 
press self. 
At Baddale’s, the school 
near London which I attended, I was 
the only girl on the football team. 
I 
played center wing, and I had a great 
time too!** 
Freedom! That Is Miss Wilson’s fa­ 
vorite word. 
“W hat is life without 
freedom?’' she exclaimed. “I have left 
the university. 
Were my ideals to 
clash with those of my father and 
mother I would not hesitate to leave 
them. I most assuredly wouldn’t give 
In. 
*^We should all express ourselves. 
Before I take my bath every morning 
I dance. I put on a light chiffon gar­ 
ment, throw all the windows open and 
give vent to my feelings in singing, 
shouting and dancing about to my 
heart’s content 
“The vast majority of men, especial­ 
ly business men, want a pretty little 
plaything for a wife. 
The sweet 
things hardly ever give a serious 
thought to the rearing of children. 
They know nothing about eugeulcs. 
They are. It must be confessed, cling­ 
ing vines. 
They have no Intellectual 
interests in common with their hus­ 
bands. They are toys—-pets! 
“Some day there will be neither 
marriage nor divorce. We will rise to 
such a plane that love will be back of 
our unions—real love, which will not 
require a ceremony to make It legal 
and binding.** 
Meantime the professors are won­ 
dering why Miss Violette Wilson, one 
of their most brilliant pupils, departed 
from Berkeley.

The Hague.—Conscription for women 
is the latest idea of German feminists. 
German women have accomplished 
an amazing amount of work for the 
fatherland in the present war, but the 
feminist leaders assert that too much 
of the work has been dilettante. 111 or­ 
ganized and 111 directed. 
What is v/anted, according to these 
M'omen, Is the Introduction of compul­ 
sory service for women—not military, 
but home service. 
Each woman, they 
say, should spend one year in the later 
teens learning work which should be 
useful to the state. At tho end of that 
time she could return to tho bosom of 
her family. 
At a meeting held at Berlin recently 
Dr. Gertrude Banmer developed this 
idea. She showed how feminine work 
for the fatherland had been hampered 
by lack of training and organization, 
drew a fine picture of what could have 
been done had the women been called 
upon at the same time as the men. 
each woman knowing her job and 
knowing where to go to i t 
Finally, she urged the advantages In 
the way of discipline which the men 
got from their years of service. “Wo 
must be done with dilettantism!*' she 
cried. “Every woman must learn that 
she owes a duty not only to her child, 
but to the home, and not only to the 
home, but to the state, and, above all, 
she must know what to do.**
